is different from placer mining, which 
is called "the poor man's mining." 
The few lucky ones make, but tha 
thousands get nothing. Quartz mining, 
with reduction works and all that, is 
held to be a more business-like under- 
taking. 


Gold mining does not yield large 


dividends ou the investment in tho ag- 
gregate. 
In Oalifoinia last year the 


value of gold mined was §18,000,520, 
and the cost of getting it was §12,500,- 
555. 
That is, it cost last year 93 cents 


to mino'a dollar's worth of gold. 
This 


is not exactly "like finding money." 
In Colorado tho business was far more 
successful, a yield of §23,000,000 cost- 
ing only $13,500,000, and iu Montana 
the coat of mining a dollar was even 
lower, or about 45 cents. Taking the 
country over, the total gold aud silver 
mined in 1890 was §99,283,72, and the 
capital invested was $480,323,388,, or 
§4.90 of capital for every dollar of bul- 
lion produced. 
Every dollar invested 


produced 20 cents' worth of bullion. 


If tho capital lost in mining opera- 


tions, in which thousands of men have 
spent their lives and all their money, 
should ba added to the capital employed 
ou paying properties, it would be found 
that on tho whole gold mining is a 
risky business, aud that for every dol- 
lar of gold produced probably twica 
that amount has been expended. 
In is 


the judgment of the Oregon paper, with 
the experience of over forty years min- 
ing on the Pacific slopo, that even with 
thn known plenteousness of gold in 
Alaska and Northwest gulches, it is 
doubtful if civilization will ever get 
the money back it is now spending to 
gather it away up in the Arntic regions.

MoKinley out of service at the close of 
the Civil war.

age of 18, as a private in Oo. E. 
The 


company appears to have been mustered 
in three days earlier. 
He served as a 


private until April loth, 1863, when 
he was made commissary sergeant of 
the regiment. 
He was made a second 


lieutenant of Company D September 
24th, 1862. 
On Feb-uary 7th, 18G8, 


he was promoted to first lieutenant of 
Oo. E, and on August 8th, 1863, he 
was transferred to Oo. K. 
On July 


18th, 1864, he was transferred to Oo. 
A. 
On July 25th, 1864, he was pro- 


moted to captain of Go. G of »he same 
regiment and then was on detached 
duty as acting assistant adjutant gen- 
eral. This regiment had as colonels, 
Gens. Koseorans, Soammon and Hayes. 
James M. Oowly was its last colonel. 
It had as lieutenant colonel Stanley 
Matthews, afterwards a justice of the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Joseph T. Webb was one of its surgeons 
and he was a brother-in-law of General 
Hayes. 
Congressman R. P. Kennedy 


was a first lieutenant in Company A. 
Lieutenant Governor Wm. O. Lyon, 
now postmaster at Newark, O., was a 
first lieutenant in Co. B. Harrison G. 
Otis wan a captain in Co. H. 
The 


regiment participated in nineteen bat- 
tles, from Carnifex Ferry, W. Va., 
Sept. 10th, 1861, until Cedar Creek, 
Va., Oct. 19tli, 1S64. 
Its casualities 


in the serv-B8 of killed and wounded 
were 383. 
Of these 65 were killed in 


battle or while out scouting. 
Seven- 


teen more were wounded in battle and 
died from the effects of the same soon 
after. 
Thirty died prisoners of war in 


rebel prisons, five were drowned and 
twenty-sevan died of disease in hos- 
pitals 
While President 
McKinley 


bears the title of major, the highest 
achieved rank he obtained in the war 
was that of captain, and in which he 
was number one. 
He perhaps made a 


mistake in accepting,the detail of act- 
ing assistant 
adjutant general and 


thereby 
prevented his further pro- 


motion.

l>ering Sea CoimnU'uon. 


Halifax, N. S., Sept. 9.—3ir Charles 


Hibbert Tupper continued his address 
before 
the Bering sea commission, 


touching on tho question of national- 
ity. He contended chat whe nthe ques- 
tion of ownership dime up it was not 
one of domicle citizenship. He urged 
ii national aspect for the claims. That 
the nationalist of the Eliip was British 
could not be disputed as in the large 
diplomatic decision these vessels were 
treated as such. 
He quoted records 


where such vessels were mentioned as 
being of British nationality, and, tak- 
ing up the release of the vessels in 1SSG 
he contended that they were released 
and bonded as British vessels. 
In the 


dispatch reporting the seizure of tbe 
Thornton, Carolina and Onward, from 
the secretary of state to the district 
officer at Sitka, the vessels ware re- 
ferred to as British vessels. The United 
States, lie declared, made such seizures 
without the color of authority. 
Sir 


Charles 
contended that 
when Mr. 


Elaine drafted the.treaty of 1892 with 
England, 
knowing at the time that 


American citizens were protected by 
the British flag, the failure on his part 
to urge any lack of protection of tbe 
flag to sealers placed the present argu- 
ment in rather a doubtful position. 


He also quoted from Mr. Phelps be- 


fore the Paris tribunal. The case, he 
continued, was to be decided on inter- 
national law, but the United States bad 
departed from such line o£ argument. 
The brief of the United States sup- 
ported this contention. That country 
raised 
the 
question 
of nationality, 


claiming that if ownership was proved 
to lie with American citizens then the 
liability of the United States ceased. 
This Sir Charles disputed. It was En- 
gland 
alone that could 
punish the 


owners of the vessel guilty of securing 
registry by fraud. 
He cited the stand 


taken by the United States in the case 
of the Virginius in support of his argu- 
ment. He quoted from Wharton, who 
heid that an impeachment of the regis- 
try of a United States vessel must be 
made throug the United States, but the 
United States muse be sole judge of 
the validity of such registration.

Frightful Head-End Collision With 


Loss of Life, 


BEYAN ON ONE or THE TRAINS 


the Famous Champion of Sil»ei 


Wa» RldlDK In tlie Rear Car, Which 
Eftcaped Without Serlou* Da mace In 
the 
Sma»liTUp—Oe Tarns a Wlllinjj 


Ban>l to the Heartrending Ordeal of 
Rescuing the Sufferers—Over a Score 
of Peeple Killed. 


Emporia, Kas., Sept. 9.—One of the 


worst 
wrecks in the history of the 


Santa Fe railroad occurred three miles 
east of her at about 7:30 p. m. 


Twelve or fifteen persons were killed 


and as many more were hadly hurt. 
The fast mail train going east and the 
Mexico and California express, west- 
Sound, collided head on. 
The -Mexico 


ind California express was pulled hy 
iwo locomotives, and when they struck 
Ihe engine drawing the fast mail the 
boilers of all three engines exploded 
ind tore a hole in the ground so deep 
[hat 
the 
smoking car of the west- 


bound train went in on top of the 
three engines and the two mail cars 
ind balanced there -without turning 
>ver. 


The passengers in the smoking car 


sscaped through 
the 
flndows. The 


tront end of this car was enveloped 
!n a volume of stifling 
smoke 
and 


steam, belching up from the wreck 
below, and the rear door was jammed 
tight in the wreck of the car behind. 


The wreck caught fire from the en- 


gines. The cars in the hole and the 
imoking car burned to ashes in no 
'.iine. In climbing out of the smoking 
:ar several men fell 'through the rifts 
In the wreck below, and it is impossi- 
ble to lell whether they escaped or 
were burned to death. 


The -westbound train carried seven 


or eight coaches, and its passengers 
included many excursionists who had 
been to hear Hon. W. J. Bryan speak 
it the county fair at Burlingame. Mr. 
Bryan himself was on the train, but 
was riding in the rear Pullman, some 
100 feet from the cars 
which 
were 


wrecked. He states that nothing but 
1 heavy jolt was experienced hy the 
passengers in his coach. 


Mr. Bryan was one of the noblest 


men in tbe 
crow of 
rescuers. 
He 


helped to carry out 
the

shows there have beeen 748 cases of 
the prevailing fever since July, S. Thero 
are now 37 still sick.

The names of the oth- 
er officers are not on record. 


The third meeting was held at Mari- 


etta, O., Sept. 19 and 20, 1872, with 
General K. B. Hayes presiding. 
The 


interest had increased, and the attend- 
ance numbered nearly 3,000. During 
the afternoon of the 20th a sham bat- 
tle was fought, much to the amuse- 
ment of the civilian citizens.
